many places. The noise of the fall 
aroused the whole city and in «a very 
few minutes a large crowd surrounded the 
scene. It was asightof horror, and one that 
will never be forgotten bythe spectators. 
Flames completely enveloped tbe ruins and 
the shrieks of the wounded and dying rose 
nigh above the hoarse notes of the firemen 
and police who bad been summoned by an 
alarm from the Fire Department. At this 
writing (9 a. m.) it is almost impossi bie to give 
a detailed account, as the people who escaped 
from an annex are too frightened to be able 
to talk intelligently. 

THE VICTIMS. 
The following isa partial list of those who 
occupied rooms in the hotel and who are be- 
lieved to be in the ruins:

A HORRIBLE CATASTROPHE. 

It isthe most horrible catastrophe that has 
ever been known in Hartford, and when the 
list of dead and wounded is completed it will 
be found to be a horror equalto any that has 
taken piace within the last half century. The 
loss of life is believed to be not less than fifty, 
but it can not be stated definitely as the night 
clerk is among the missing and the books are 


destroyed. 


THE MISSING. 
Among the missing are: 
GEQRGE ENGLER, drug clerk, of Hartford. 
Groner 8. KercuuM, brother of the propri- 
etor of the botel.

Nothing had been seen or heard of any of the 
above at 5:30, and they are all believed to be 
buried in the ruins. Nearly all the help em- 
ployed in the hotel were saved. They occu- 
pied the sleeping apartment in the annex, 
which was only partially wrecked by the ex- 
plosion. Some forced thelr way out them- 
selves, others were helped out. The entire 
main section of the hotel is gone, only a pile 
of brick and timbers remaining. The scenes 
about the ruins were horrible. 

PERISHED IN THE FLAMES. 

In the center of the spot where the building 
stood were a man, his wife and little girl. No 
help could get to them and they ly fell 
back Into the flames and peris plain 
sight of the spectators. The child cried for 
help, but the man and woman uttered no 
word; embraced in each other’s arms they 
met death bravely. The shrieks of another 
woman caused the blood of the spectators to 
turn cold as they saw a young lady lying with 
her body half across a beam, a look of agony 


on her face. Finally the support fell and she 
dropped out of sight.

RESCUERS SUMMONED. 

10 a. m.—Two special alarms have just been 
rung in for assistance at the ruins, which is 
supposed to mean a summons for a rescuing 
party. One more person has been taken from 
the ruins in a dying condition. 

Tune Park Central Hotel was situated at the 

corner ot Allen and High streets, about one 

block from the Union Depot and was princi- 
pally patronized by commercial men and the- 
atrical troupes. 

THREATENING WALLS. 

The special call sent in at 10 a. m. was for 
the city’s companies of the State militia for 
the purpose of aiding in the rescue of the un- 
fortunates of the accident and also to form a 
cordon around the standing walls, which look 
very threatening. 

THE ‘‘HOODMAN BLIND’’ COMPANY. 

A report that members of the Hoodman 
Biind’’ theatrical company were in the ruins 
was found to be incorrect. Mr. Munroe, the 
business manager, says some of the company 
applied to the hotel last night for accommo- 
dations, but could not get them. The fact 
that they were refused accommodation does 
not indicate that the hotel was crowded, but 
simply because that, desiring rooms for #2 or 
, they could not be furnished on account of 
previous engagemente of apartments by legis- 
lators. 

BODIES RECOVERED. 


The dead body of Dwight Buell, jeweler, 
was taken out about 10 o’clock. The body of 
Louis H. Bronson, stove dealer, wife and 
child,were discovered at about the same time. 
Harry 8. Stiffle, a commercial traveler of 
Philadeiphia, who roomed on the third floor, 
was taken out severely bruised, but remarked 
that he was ‘‘all right.’’

elers. An intending guest who applied for a 
room late Saturday evening was informed 
that they were full, so it seems that at least 
eighty persons were in the house at the time 
of the explosion, of which perhaps twenty 
escaped. These were mostly employes, who 
occupied a wing of the hotel which has not 
yet fallen. 

SEARCHING THE RUINS. 

About six persons have been sent to the 
hospital. Owing to the destruction of the 
register of the hotel, the names of many 
guests cannot be ascertained. The catas- 
trophe is generally supposed to have been 
caused by an explosion of the boiler, 
although some doubt has deen er- 
pressed on this point as the building had been 
supposed to be unsafe. It was built on 
made“ ground. The railroads have fur- 
mished their forces of laborers with jacks, 
to., and the work of searching for bodies is 
now going forward systematically. At 10 
a. m. the military call was sounded on the 
fire bells, calling out the military companies 
to assistin keeping order and assist ia the 
work of rescue. 

TAKEN OUT ALIVE. 

Mr. James, an agent of the White Star Line, 
was taken out at noon alive and not seeming 
to be very badly injured, although not able to 
stand. He said that Landlord Ketchum and 
wife were under where he laid, and were still 
alive, buried in the ruins.

THE WRECKED HOTEL. 

The hotel was built about fifteen years ago, 
and cost, with furniture, $120,000. The soil 
was soft, andthough the building was care- 
fully builtitsoon settied badly. About five 
years ago Mr. Ketchum took the lease and re- 
renovated and refurnished the house. The in- 
surance is $38,000, as follows: 

On main building: Milwaukee Mechanic, 
Bowery, New York; United States, New York; 
Farragut, New York; People’s, New Hamp- 
shire, $2,500 each; Long Island, $3,000; Union, 
Philadelphia, $5,000; Elliott, Boston, $2,000. 

On the annex: Buffalo German, $5,000; Pa- 
cific, New York, $2,000. 

On furniture, etc.: Firemen’s, Newark, 
$4,000; American, Newark, $2,000; Pacific, New 
York, $2,000. 

It is stated that no fragment of the boiler 
has yet been found, which militates against 
the theory of a boiler explosion. 

RESCUED ALIVE. 

At about 1 o’clock amid enthusiastic cheers 
from the crowd, Landlord Ketchum and wife 
wers taken out alive and able to drink some 
hot coffee with relish—no smal! wonder, con- 
sidering they had been imprisoned in their 
night clothes in the cellar, with a flood of wa- 
ter pouring in on them. The extent of their in- 
juries cannot be aacertained at present. They 
were taken to the hospital. Soon after 
Walter Gay, New York agent ot the Hig- 
ganum Manufacturing Co., was taken out 
alive and sent to the hospital. The dead 
body of J. O. Hill, a commercial traveler 
who occupied room 2, has also been taken 
out. Daniel Morrison, brakeman, and Fred 
Haines, flagman on the New Engiand Railroad, 
bad rooms in the hotel, and are undoubt- 
edly in the debris. No additional dead bodies 
have yet been recovered. The force of the 
explosion shattered all the giase in the ad- 
joining buildings, and broke single panes in 
bulldings a dlock away. Its cause is still a 
mystery, and it will take some time to uncover 
the boiler.

CONDITION OF THE RESOUBD. 
Thus far most of the bodies recovered have 
been from the tier of sleeping rooms on the 
south side.

Another Account, 


HARTFORD, Conn., February 18.—The shock 
of the tremendous explosion:awoke the resi- 
dents for blocks around the corner of High 
and Allen streets at about 5 o’clock this 
morning. On that corner stood the Park 
Central Hotel, a five-story brick structure about 
30 feet front and 100 feet deep. The first to ar- 
rive on the scene found this buildinga heap 
of ruins from which issued smoke and steam 
in dense clouds, and the spectators were ap- 
palled by the shrieks and groans of many 
human beings who were imprisoned in the 
mass of timber and masonry from which 
flames were already bursting. A general 
alarm summoned the entire fire department, 
and an immense crowd attracted by the ex- 
piosion and fire alarm 

SOON PACKED THE STREETS. 

The flames prevented any attempt at rescuing 
anyone, and the ruins were flooded with 
water before any work could be prosecuted. 
A few dead or dying persons were taken from 
the edge ofthe debris, however, within an 
hour after the explosion. 

The force of the explosion threw a bed with 
a sleeping woman upon it far into the street, 
while one ofthe heavy doors landed a block 
away. By 9a. m. the flames were so far sub- 
dued that the rescuers were enabled to get at 
some of the victims. Some were{pinned be- 
neath heavy timbers upon which rested 
masses of masonry, rendering the work of 
rescue extremely hazardous.

The Collapsed Owings Block. 


Cnuicaco, III., February 18. — Yesterday 
morning the Owings block, a fourteen-story 
office building atthe corner of Dearborn and 
Adams street, which was nearly completed, 


was almost wrecked. The fire-proof tile floor 
ofthe tenth floor fell upon the ninth-story 
floor and carried that away. The two floors 
fell upon the eighth floor and so all the tiling 
was carried away until the fiftn sto was 
reached, where the mass had become so heavy 
that the fifth-floor girders were carried away. 
From the sixth-floor girders to the basement 
the building was gutted. The wreck is sup- 
posed to be due to the settling of the building. 
A dozen men were at werk in the basement, 
but had time to escape. The building is 
owned by F. K. Owings of Boston, and was de- 
signed by Cobb & Frost, architects. The walls 
are bulged, but the extent of tne ruin cannot 
now be estimated.

Hk SHEA MURDER CASE. 
it Will Be Tried Before Special Judge 
: Thomas—The Arrangements. 


A case which interests the police more than 
any other was to have gone to trial in the 
Uriminal Court to-day, but it did not. It was 
the case of John David Shea, charged with 
murder inthe first degree for killing Police 
Officer Patrick Doran, November 7, 1881, As 
Judee Normile, while acting Circuit Attorney, 
prosecuted Shea at his previous trial, be is 
disqualified from sitti in the case 
— called in Judge "Sonn L. Thomas 
of the nty-sixth Judicial Circuit to 
occupy the noh. — Thomas was on 
hand this porning, bas essrs. Thomas B. 
Harvey and Cornel McBride, Shea's attor- 
neys, asked until to-morrow to enable them 
to decide whether they should press their mo- 
tion for a change of venue, and were granted 
thetime. Saturday they filed motions asking 

tJudge Normile rescind his order calling 
in Judge Thomas to the case and permit 
the attorneys in it to a special Judge to 
eonduct the trial. These motions were over- 
ruled by Judge Normile. The defendant’ts 
attorneys had also filed motions for a change 
of venue and a special jury. These Judge 
Normile left for Judge Thomas to pase on. 

e special will probably be summoned. 

Shea and Frank Fone escaped from lon 
November 7, 1681, by jump into a line of 
handcuffed prisoners being taken up from 
to the Court of Criminal Correction for trial, 
and running when they got outside. The men 
were ban in pairs and shea 
and Fone held their hands together 
as if they had cuffs on. That night the pair 
gotinto afight at Eighth and Olive streets, 
and Shea was over the head with an 
officer’s club. He got up and ran, pursued by 
the policeman anda crowd of citizens. As 
he was passing a saloon on Seventh, een 
Washington avenue and St. Charles streets, 
Officer Doran, who was inside tak a drink, 
was attracted by the noise and rushed outside. 
He oame out right in front of Shea, and 
before be had time to learn what the; 
racket was about, the fugitive shot him 
in the brain. Doran dropped dead to the 

vement. Shea was captured ina bind al. 
ey on Seventh between Washington and 

bristy avenues by a Third District police 
officer, who was on his way home to supper. 
On June 2, 1882, Shea was convicted of murder 
in the first de , buten November 7, 1882, 
just a year after his first escape, he again es- 
ca m jail. It was on election day, and 
some prisoners, dy climbing over the cells 
and down the iron-Dbar ng between 
the different sections of celis, reached the 
— or circular gangway between the 
cells and jail wall proper. With a scantling 
they bent a bar outside one of the windows 
su ently to pase their bodies through. Be- 
fore the jali guards discovered what the men 
had done five prisoners had got away. They 
were John David Shea, m. Clark, alias 
Skippy Dean, Arthur Bond, John Ounping- 
bam and John Burus. Shea was 
finally arrested for burg! in 
Pittsburg and sent tothe Allegbeny niten - 
tlary under an assumed name. While servin 
his sentence his identity was discovered, an 
when his term was ap e was brought back 
here. On July 23, 1887, he was placed in jail 
here in. A new trial was secured for him 
in the minal Court because Judge — 5 
Un, before whom he was tried, had refu to 
entertain a motion for a change 
of venue on the ground thet 
he had no power to pass on such a motion. The 
Cireuit Attorney had been applied to in the 
mafter and refused to grant the motion. Then 
Shea’s attorneys again applied to Judge 
Laughlin, and when he still refused to enter- 
tain the motion excepted to his rulin The 
Supreme Court bolds that Judge ughiin 
alone had the power to pass on the motion, 
and that he should have done 80. 

Judge Thomas is also special Judge in the 
case ot Otto L. Dierberger, who has been 
granted another new tr by the State Su- 
—.— Court. Judge Normille defended Dier- 

rger at the first trial of the latter and is dis- 
qualified to sit in the case. It is docketed for 
to-morrow, so Judge Thomas can set some 
date for its trial.

SPRINGFIELD, II., February 18.—Neither 
House had a quorum this morning, but con- 
siderable business was transacted.

The benefits of the system 

and its popularity with the laboring men is 

well indicated by the unnsually large number 

of laborers applying for work in all the city 

departments. The enforcement of the eight- 

hour law will not reach the laborers whoare 

doing city work which has deen let out to 

contractors. They will have to make all 

terms as to hoursand pay with the contractors 
employing them. 

The adoption of the system of eight hours 
with ten hours’ pay may give contractors in 
the city some little trouble with their men, 
who will be getting the same pay per day as 
the city men, but will be doing two hours of 
work more each day; a man employed by the 
contractor getting $1.50 for tem hours and a 
city laborer getting $1.50 for eight hours. This 
system is calculated to give the city the choice 
of the best men and leave the contract- 
ors only the second-class material. 
Au engineer connected with the Street De- 
partment, who has dealt with laborers for the 
last twenty years, said this morning: The 
system is a very good one, but is only the re- 
suit of circumstances and was bound to come 
about sooner or later. Even now the condi- 
tion of the unskilled laborer ia pretty bad. I 
know bundreds that off and on throughout 
the year do not earn more than $500 
or $850. On this with «a little help 


at home they succeed in living and remain re- 
s ble. The twohours shorter work on 
the same pay will be of great benefit. In the 
first place the last two hours’ work are always 
harder on the man than all of the rest, and 
beretofore he could not get home much before 
time. Thenew system will give him a 
chance to get home to his a and do little 
odd jobs ut the house and allow bim to get 
a little extra work now and then.’’ 
Street Commissioner Murphy to-day sent 
the following letter to Mayor Allen on the 
subject of the eight hour law in vindication of 
the Harbor Department: 


Hon. G. W. Allen, Mayor: 


DEAR Str—Your circular letter of this date 
„to the Heads of Departmente relating to 
ordinance 13,935 is at hand and contents care- 
fully noted. 

In justice to the Harbor and Wharf Depart- 
ment, I desire to state that the instructions 
given in your communication of January 17, 
188, were complied with according to the 
intent and spirit of the law as expressed in 
ordinance No. 13,935. 

The pay rolls forwarded to the Auditor show 
that aN the laborers employed on the Harbor 
Boat and at the public work of ,this depart- 
ment have been allowed $1.50 per day for eight 
hours’ work. In addition to this, when the 
nature of the work wassuch as required some 
of the men to remain at their posts any extra 
time, I bave allowed them additional com- 
pensation for the duties performed after 5 
o'clock in the evening. Constant vigilance is 
required when the river is receding to vent 
obstructions on the wharf or in annel.

| 18 THE GOVERNOR : ABOVE THE Law? 

Our Constitutions, both State and Fed- 
eral, make the executive department 3 
co-ordinate branch of government, with 
powers and prerogatives of the most ex- 
alted nature. But it is the very genius of 
our institutions that even the highest 
powers of government should be hedged 
about by limitations, and hence in no case 
are powers conferred upon the Chief Ex- 
ecutive save with the strictest statutory 
definitions. Indeed, it is just these lim- 
itations which distinguish our govern- 
mental functions from those of absolute 
- monarchies. 

Gov. Francis, however, has contemptu- 
ously brushed aside the limitations placed 
upon his powers, and after first, over his 
own signature, stating that no ground 
existed under the statute, bas summarily 
removed a public officer, stating no reason 
and leavihg inone to be inferred, save 
such as are personal or political. 

As in all such cases the individual who 
has felt the weight of his displeasure is of 
small moment in comparison with the 
principle involved, though in this case the 
officials were both men of the highest 
character and efficiency—but the act is 
most significant, dangerous] and far 
reaching in its effects. It is, in brief, an 
announcement from our Chief Executive 
that he will only be governed by the law 
so long as it suits his personal or political 
views and when there is a conflict he will 
transcend the law. 

In this State we have had this question 
to meet but once in our history. When 
it was believed that a former Governor 
had consented in advance to pardon the 
man who would kill a notorious outlaw 
who had terrorized the State for years, 
he was credited with the commendable 
purpose of accomplishing a public good— 
though by unlawful means—yet the 
thrill of horror which pervaded the 
community when it was supposed 
that the Governor bad _ deliberately 
transcended the law—was like the shock 
of an earthquake; for men clearly kaw 
that carried to, its only logical conclusion 
such an get meant dictatorship. In this 
case the shock is not so violent, but the 
act ino less significant. The people have 
now seen Gov. Francis in two characters. 
When his title to the office of Mayor was 
questioned he invoked the extreme letter 
of the law to suppress the facts and hold 
his office when he had good reason to 
know that the facts, if known, would un- 
seat him. Now, when he desires to ap- 
point te an office his political friends, he 
overrides the plain meaning of the law 
and removes from office men against 
one of whom he admits there is no charge 
and the other because of refusal to truckle 
to his unlawful demands. It remains to 
be seen how far the people of Missouri

Bankruptcy Legisiation. 

From the Philadelphia Record. 

A National Convention of the representa- 
tives of commercial bodies in the United 
States ie to be held at St. Louis on February 
28 to formulate and present to Congress an 
equitable bankrupt act which will secure pro- 
tection to the honest merchant, inflict pun- 
ishinent on the dishonest merchant, and 
establish a uniform system for the collection, 
preservation and-pro rata distribution of the 
estates of insolvents ata minimum cost. The 
object aimed at by this convention is most 
desirable, but most dificult of attainment. 
We wish them success in framing such a Dill 
as they want: but as long as the Congress shall 
pe flied with lawyers it will be easier to go 
through the eye of a needle than to procure 
proper legislation. All our past bankrupt 
laws have been framed to meet conditions of 
semi-panic, and it is only under such condi- 
tions that legislation seems possible.

situation of the mon- 
astery is an almost im - 
pregnable one. It can be reached by only one 
road, a long, steep, stony path, in Which 
thousand might be stopped dy three;’’ 
hind it on two sides are mountains of rocks, 
on the fourth it is secluded by a very deep 
precipitous ravine, through which dashes 
a noisy torrent. The central bulldings, on 
the edge of the ravine, are the sacred apart- 
ments of the King, and they are kept in per- 
fect preservation and hourly readiness for his 
coming. 

The morning after our arrival, I was waked 
by roars of unfamiliar laughter. Tracking the 
sounds, Icame upon Capt. Walker performing 
his ablutions in the midst of a hundred 
monks. All round the group were the heavy- 
eaved temples through the open doors of 
which could be seen the solemn faces of squat- 
ting gilded gods, while already half a dozen 
priests were bending before the altars with 
incense and drum. But some people bave no 
reverence. Not that the monks themselves 
cared, for an hour later I was startied by gun- 
shots close at hand, and discovered the irre- 
pressible navigator picking the pigeons off 
the roofs of the very temple in which worship 
was being offered, at the urgent request of 
the crowd, who gathered up the dead birds 
with the greatest eagerness. Yet we bad been 
told that the Korean monks never ate flesh. 

All the bulidings of 

AN-PIEN 

are in the style to which the traveler 80 soon 
gets used in the East—rectangular wooden 
structures with high- peaked roofs and richly 
carved, curving eaves, generally with three 
doors at one side and the chief idol facing the 
largest central entrance. Before him are sets 
of altar utensils and little brass tallow lamps 
and joss-sticks which the pious visitor pur- 
chases for a few cash and lights at his 
prayers. The walls are covered with silk and 
brocade, mostiy very old and time-stained. 
The ceiling is marvelously carved and gilded, 
perhaps a huge dragon appearing at one end 
and worming himself in and out of the masses 
of ornament to the other; and half a dozen 
gongs and drums invite the hand of the too- 
willing pligrim. The interior of these temples 
istawdry, but the massiveness of the wooden 
architecture, its bright colors, ite pictur- 
esquely contrived vistas of gate and gabie 
and columns and pavilion, taken together with 
the wonderful natural situation of the place, 
form an impressive and romantic spectacle. 
The most curious sight in the monastery, 
however, is four huge idols of brilliantly 
painted wood, carved with a good deal 

sppreciation of the heroic human face and 
form, which stare at one another across a 
narrow passage from behind the bars of two 
great cages, a pair of war gods being on one 
side and a King and Queen (the latter playing 
a colossal mandolin) on the other. The head- 
gear of the monks beggars description, and 
we beld our sides again and again as a néw 
specimen emerged from the dormitories. Hats 
of paper, of wood, of bamboo, of horsehair 
and of wire; hats round, square, tri- 
angular, cylindrical, conical and spheri-
